THE GRAIN WORM. 


Mr. Wortmes:—Having announced my in- 
tention sometime past, to scrutinize the.ope- 
rations of this insect more closely, it will nat- 
urally be expected that I should have some- 
thing to offer of some interest, in consequence 
of such scrutiny. Unfortunateiy, however, 
the results were not so satisfactory as I an- 
ticipated. 

I will observe in the outset, that [ hada 
very convenient opportunity for observation, 


some what. 

Suppose you have three acres of land which you 
can devote toswine. Divide it into three fields of 
an acre each. Let the first be grass, the second 
wheat or other grain and the third roots, and thus 
alternate every year.

I first observed some 
auswering to the description in shape, size & 
color, aboutthe 6th of July, and after the 
heads had begun to appear, and if I rightly 
recollect,—some of the §wheat had blos-

ground, If taken from the dense forest, they 
will not bear the exposure. 
_ Select trees of second growth; they have 
better tops and better roots than the first.

_lopping off the top is very bad. 

Be sure and get all the roots. Remember 
the small fibres are what absor> nourishment 
for the tree, Strip offthese, and the main 
| body ofthe tree becomes only a contrivance 
to hold the tree up. Do not expose the roots 
ito sun and air longer than absolutely neces- 


sary. Let them carry with themas much of 


the old soil as they can hold on to. 

In setting out the trees, be careful to make 
the hole so large that the roots shall not be 
coiled; neither let them be crowded together, 

for then they will decay. 

Throw upon the roots at first fine strong 
mould, never any manure; then throw on 
water, and shake the tree till the mud has 
filled up all the interstices between the roots’
